narian Dr. J. A. Rheudasil, a Texas A&M graduate, ten students 
per class spend ten weeks, six days per week, learning the business. 


Running sometimes from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., the student spends his 


day working on a variety of animals or sitting in classrooms listen-' 
ing to lectures on everything from firing a forge to fixing a fracture. 


Once graduated from the course, held six times yearly, the stu- 


dent is equipped to go into the field and, using the training of' 
school-provided texts and equipment, keep healthy and upright 
the growing number of horses being used throughout the country 
for sport, competition or pleasure.

A 20-year-old U.S. Marine has 
been ^charged with the battle- 
field murder of five Vietnamese 
civilians— Qne^ of whom ;,was 
Banged ancf two execdted /by a term 
firing squad. 


In addition to five murder 


counts against Lance Cpl. Den- 
zll R. Allen, Lebanon, ni., Indi- 
vidual murder charges have 
been brought against six other 
Marines, authorities said. 


A spokesman said that a pre- 


trial investigation disclosed that 
the slayings took place early 
last May near a small village 
just south of Hue. 


The charges against the Ma- 


rines are now under review by 
Maj. 
Gen. Carl A. Youngdale, 


commander of the 1st Marine 
Division, who has the power to 
reduce the charges or to order a 
general court martial. 


If trials are ordered they will 


probably begin in the early fall, 
a Marine legal spokesman said.
